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The State of the Nation, According to LBJ 


There perhaps is no more awkward 


constitutional provision than the one which 
requires the President to make a State of 
the Union report only a few days before he 
is to turn over the office to the new chief 
executive representing another political 
party. But it was not in the nature of 
President Johnson to follow the course of 
other presidents in such circumstances by 
sending merely a written message to the 
Congress. 


One reason, Mr. Johnson confessed, was 


sentiment. He wanted to say farewell to the 
halls where he had worked most of his 
adult 
life. 
And 
Mr. 
Johnson's 
brief 


summary of faith in the democratic process 
as it takes place in the Congress was most 
moving. 


But the President seemed to have two 


other things on his mind for this farewell 
address, if that is what history will call it. 
First, he put down the subjects for which 
he hopes his administration will be remem- 
bered. And secondly, the President recog- 
nized the unique division of power which 
will mark the start of the Nixon Adminis- 
tration by setting forth recommendations 
more detailed than normally would be 
spoken under these transitional circum- 
stances. 


In contrast to past messages to Con- 


gress, Mr. Johnson 
hardly mentioned 


Vietnam, except to state that progress had 
been made at home despite the war. He 
may have been saying that history should 
judge him for such advancements as civil 
rights, expansion in education, and in- 
provements in medical care for the aged. In 
fact, he reminded the nation that history 
cannot "be divided into chunks and that 
Vietnam stretches back to before 
1963. 


This, of course, is true, but it is how a 
president molds these continuing events 
that history must judge. Thus, the Johnson 
Administration's 
belated 
judgments on 


Vietnam remain in all their starkness. 


Mr. Johnson put emphasis on a 
$2.4 


billion surplus he says will exist at the end 
of this fiscal year and on a $3.4 billion 
surplus which will be possible in the budget 
for the next fiscal year. It is good news, 
subject to final accounting, but the nation 
is entitled to ask what all the fussing was 
about last year when Congress insisted that 
spending cuts be part of the surtax package 
and when the White House insisted it could 
not be done. 


In listing the agenda for the coming 


year. Mr. Johnson correctly called for 
action 
on 
ratification 
of 
the 
nuclear 


nonproliferation treaty and on the search 
for further disarmament negotiations with 
the Soviet Union. These goals must remain 
above the divided government which will 
become fact Monday. 


In being more specific than was ex- 


pected in requests for expanded funding 
for model cities and public housing, in 
calling for enlargement of Social Security 
and Medicare, and in calling for continua- 
tion in some form of the anti-poverty 
program, Mr. Johnson provided a not too 
subtle hint of what President-elect Richard 
Xixon faces in the Congress. Mr. Nixon's 
ideas in these fields will be awaited. But 
Mr. Johnson was reminding the nation that 
his party controls the Congress. 


President Johnson delivered a philo- 


sophical farewell. But he also gave a 
practical assessment of the political cir- 
cumstances which mark this transition of 
power.

Her 
experiences with mind-bending narcotics 
ended in an all-too-common tragedy.

amines are the illicit drugs of a generation 
two-steps advanced from "bathtub 
gin." 


Only the hangover from LSD sometimes 
lasts forever. And even mainliners on 
heroin know "speed kills." Hallucinogens of 
the "mod" 
generation offer idylls but 


deliver nightmares. 


This is not a fictional "1984." however, 


but 
1969 
and reality must be faced. 


Narcotics are a problem in Appleton. 


Appleton has a unique opportunity for 


action. Dr. Darre! Treffert, superintendent 
of Winnebago State Hospital, has proposed 
Appleton as a test city for a pilot program 
on narcotics education. 


The pilot program can succeed only 


through the coordinated effort of citizens. 
This will not 
be "a 
one-shot deal," 


according to Dr. Treffert. It will cost 
participants time and energy. Yet,

citizens, can we afford not to give our

bad trip" or the need to seek "the trip?" 


The 'I' Road Into the Valley 


The state Department of Transportation 


has thought it prudent to issue a statement 
explaining that the approval of the U. S. 
Bureau of Public Roads of the addition of a 
105 mile link from Milwaukee through the 
Fox River Valley to the U. S. Interstate 
highway system is merely the beginning of 
a long succession of events that must 
precede the reality of the road. 


Indeed, although the Bureau's approval 


was a happy and somewhat surprising 
development — remembering all that has 
gone before — it may be prudent to remind 
ourselves that there is yet no absolute 
assurance that the 
major new artery 


connecting two of the principal industrial 
and population centers of the state will be 
achieved. 


The first 
requirement will be 
the 


release of federal funds for preliminary 
investigations relating to corridor planning. 
If the funds are granted, and we suppose 


they will be, it is not difficult to imagine 
that the surveys and the studies and the 
hearings involved in a project of such 
magnitude will be enormously time-con- 
suming. 


Thus the state highways division cau- 


tions us that the final alignment of the 
route probably won't be made public until 
about a year hence, and that only then will 
the work on the final design begin. Under 
the most favorable circumstances, 
con- 


struction would probably begin on some 
sections in 1972, but that will again depend 
on the availability of funds. The first 
apportionment of funds cannot come until 
Congress acts to augment the Interstate 
highway appropriations, probably in the 
fall of 1970. So, let us be patient. This is a 
huge undertaking, and it may not be 
completed, even without unexpected obsta- 
cles, for nearly a decade.
